Commencing with the Fall 
1967 semester, any students 
except freshmen who are enrolled 
for 12 or more units may with 
the consent of the instructor en- 
roll in one course for credit 
only without receiving a grade, 

This new policy will have an 
effect on students involved in 
advanced registration May 19 and 
20. This may be in any course 
except those used to fulfill a 
major, minor, credential or gen- 
eral education requirements, 

If successfully completed, the 
course will be recorded on the 
student’s record transcript with 
the notation CR, these will appear 
on the record, 

Students who wish to use this 
system when registering should 
notify the Registrar’s Office by 
filling out a statement of intent 
to register for ‘‘Credit Only’’ 
since each course must be pro- 
cessed by hand, 

Any student in this program 
who changes his major and finds 
that the ‘‘Credit Only’’ course 
is required for his major will 
be required to take an alternate 
course to fill the requirement 
at the discretion of their advisor, 

According to Duane L, Ander- 
son, director of admissions and 
records, College Council has re- 
cently been requested to hold a 
referendum on whether repeated 
tourse average, Since no action 
will be taken on this prior to 
advance registration, Anderson 
said that students should register 
under the policy now in effect, 
This includes the appropriate 


notification with the registrar of 
intent to repeat a course, 

These two policies will high- 
light the advance registration for 
Fall 1967, 
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athletic probation for one year.

was unable to get up to the office of the Commissioner of 
Oaths on the third floor to be sworn in. But after Mnemon’s 
staircase, Demosthenes got to the third floor easy as pie 
~—to Athens’ sorrow, as it turned out. Demosthenes, his 
temper shortened by years of confinement to the ground 
floor, soon embroiled his countrymen in a series of sense- 
less wars with the Medes, the Persians, and the Los 
Angeles Rams. This later became known as the Missouri

The resolution, released Mon- 
day, officially charges SSC with 
violating ‘‘the spirit and letter’’ 
of the league constitution by con- 
ducting ‘‘spring football practice 
on an organized basis’? and by 
Johns’ announced ‘‘intention to 
reserve jobs on campus for 
student athletes,’’

These last two statemerts 
concern rumors, widely cir- 
culated last winter, that SSC was 
going to drop out of the FWC 
and join the Central California 
Athletic Conference , which in- 
cludes sech national powers as 
Sam Diego State, Los Aageles 
State, and Fresne State, 

The resolution, which passed 
by a 7-1 margin with SSC being 
the lone dissenter, took SSC of- 
ficials completely by surprise.

Even Prof, William Stull, SSC’s faculty rej, resentative to the Far 
Western, w2s taken completely by surprise by the move, No time 
was allowed for SSC to prepare a statement on its behalf, San 
Francisco State’s representative got up, made the charges which 
were supposedly documented through a series of letters from local 
high school coaches and other persons in the area, and WHAP!--SSC 
was on probation! 

KANGAROO COURT 

Not much due process in a kangaroo court like that. 

But perhaps the real issue beliind SSC’s being put on probation 
can be found in the statement made by the representative from the 
University of California at Davis when he ‘‘registered concern”

In other words, we hurt their feelings by mentioning the fact 
that we might be interested in leaving the Conference for a spot in 
the California Collegiate Athletic Association, 

OFFENDED 

Evidently they were offended when a few of us alluded to the 
fact that the FWC isn’t exactly the Big Ten of the West--that in 
fact it might just be a backward little bush-league, 

IT HURTS 

Well, the truth hurts, baby! 

The fact is that the FWC is a little behind the times in a number 
of ways, And the fact is that there are a number of leagues in the 
area which would be preferrable to the FWC in a number of ways, 

For that matter, being independent might just be preferrable to 
being in the FWC, 

UNJUSTIFIED 

But the fact still remains that we should not be punished for wanting

Repercussions of Tuition 
To Be Felt Next Year 


California’s tuition budget cut 
controversy has been stalemated, 
however, the repercussions will 
be feli at the California State 
Colieges throughout the next aca - 
demic year, This effect is con- 
centrated in two areas of faculty 
recruitment and admissions, 

The Association of California 
State College Professors has 
pointed cut that the colleges face 
an ‘‘extremely serious recruit- 
ing situation” in their attempt 
to fill hundreds of faculty vacan- 
cies, Three examples from Sac-~- 
ramento State demonstrate this. 

With six vacancies to be filled, 
the School of Business at SSC 
has communicated with over 100 
prospects, One place has been 
filled. Letters of withdrawal in- 
dicate that the present financial 
and political prospects for higher 
education within the State of 
California are the primary 
reasons for the continuing vacan- 
cies, 

Another recruiting trip for 
SSC began at Rutgers University 
where the official found that pros- 
pective recruits had been advised 
to stay away from California’s 
unhealthy political atmosphere, 
Other contributing factors were 
found to be the heavier-than- 
normal teaching loads, and 
salaries from $1,000 ‘o $1,500 
below those of comparable posi- 
tions, 

A trip to the Big Ten Uni-

The recruiter found this to be 
difficu!t because of his own un- 
certainty. He did note that in- 
terest declined when the candi- 
dates were told of the teaching 
load, the lack of support of re- 
search, and salaries which are 
$1,000 to $2,000 lower than they 
had been offered elsewhere. 

The effect of this controversy 
on admissions has been two-fold, 
Earlier in the year, when the 
controversy was at the highest, 
the State Colleges were ordered 
to suspend the processing of ad- 
missions pending the release of 
Governor Reagan’s budget. This 
did not hold up the admissions 
at the Sacramento State since they 
are not normally processed here 
until March 1, By this time the 
colleges had received the go- 
ahead on admission processing, 


The number of applicants 
applying to Sacramento State 
shows an expected new student 
enrollment of 5,000 students next 
fall, This figure represents close 
to half of our present enrollment, 
It has been suggested by some on 
this campus, that many of the 
new students will be those who 
would normally have gone to the 
various branches of the Uni- 
versities of California, 

The over all effect of this 
is a statewide increase of 10-20 
per cent in the number of appli- 
cants, and on this campus an in- 
crease of $9 per semester in 
fees, and the prediction that fees 
will go up in the spring. There 
is also the distinct possibility of 
crowded classrooms because of 
the faculty shortage.

reiterated by other college officials, and 
Whereas, no attempt appears to have been made to correct 
publicity reflecting adversely upon the Far Western Conference 
and Sacramento State College’s participation in the Conference, 


Whereas, it has been widely and reliably reported that Sacramento 
State College in recruiting student athletes has indicated an 
intention to become a member of a ‘‘superior’’ conference, 
thereby depreciating the Far Western Conference, 
THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED that Sacramento State College 
be placed on probation for the 1967-68 academic year and until 
such time as the Far Western Conference is satisfied that 
the letter and spirit of the Constitution are being observed. 
While on probation Sacramento State College’s competition with 
other member institutions shall not be recognized in determining 
Conference championships, nor may it participate in Conference 
championship tournaments or meets.

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‘Communism Has Entered Adulthood’ Says 





Dr. Martin Kilcoyne, Univer - 
sity of Wisconsin history profes- 
sor, speaking at a Friday campus 
convocation, discussed ‘Fifty 
Years of Soviet Communism,’’ 

His lecture was the fifth in 
a series of six programs this 
spring which deal with the sub- 
ject ‘‘Fifty Years After the Rus- 
sian Revolution,”” The programs 
are sponsored by the SSC Cul- 
tural Programs and Soviet 
Studies committees, 

Kilcoyne, a specialist in Rus- 
sian History, covered three 
general areas in his discussion, 
He began by showing how the pre- 
sent system came into existence 
50 years ago in 1917, He followed 
with an overview of Soviet com- 
munism’s struggle for survival 
during the last half century, and 
concluded with an evaluation of it. 

The importance of the Russian 
revolution of 1917, Kilecoyne 
noted, rivals and, according to 
some historians, surpasses that 
of the French revolution of 1789. 
He added, however, that the 50- 
year anniversary is not being ap- 
proached with the ‘‘hoopla’? we 
have come to expect of the USSR, 
The reason for this, Kilcoyne 
believes, is that ‘‘Communism 
seems to have entered into its 
adulthood’’ and that there is less 
of the ‘‘all-knowing’’ attitude 
seen in the past, 

*‘Revolution Not a Revolution’ 

Kilcoyne explained the in- 
cidents of 1917 as ‘‘a revolution 
which was not a revolution at 
all.”* In fact, he stated, the Czar- 
ist regime, strained to the break- 
ing point by the disaster of World 
War I, collapsed at a time when 
the principal leaders of the Bol- 
sheviks were out of the country. 
The provinsional government that 
was subsequently established

guaranteed all rights necessary 
for the establishment of a repre- 
sentative government, he added, 
Kilcoyne noted here that the es- 
tablishment of democracy is 
viewed by communists as a

danger to their success, and 
stated that Lenin opposed the 
democratic reforms, first peace- 
fully and subsequently with force, 

Continuing, Kilcoyne said that 
in the elections held in Russia 
after the collapse of the Czarist 
regime, the Bolsheviks received 
less that 25 per cent of the votes, 
The Constituent Assembly, duly 
elected, met for one day before 
the Bolsheviks forceabley dis- 
solved it, The civil war in Rus- 
sia followed, This war, according 
to Kilcoyne, was not a struggle 
of the Czarist regime versus 
the Bolsheviks, as popularly sup- 
posed, but rather the struggle of 
those who believed in some form 
of representative government 
against Bolshevism, - 

Soviet Regime 

Turning to the 50-year period 
following 1917, Kilcoyne noted 
that the Soviet regime, (led first 
by Lenin and subsequently by 
Stalin) was, until 1945, strug- 
gling desperately to maintain its 
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precarious position as a tiny 
minority dominating the huge, 
dissatisfied majority of the Rus- 
sian people, The establishment of 
the first Five-Year Plan in 1929, 
viewed at that time by those out- 
side Russia as a positive step, 
was in reality a defensive mea- 
sure designed tc combat the 
strength of the Russian peasants 
who had become land-owners and 
were a grave threat to com- 
munism, 
Churches Crushed 

Futhermore, he said, the steps 
taken during the 1930’s by 
Stalin--the crushing of churches, 
peasants and the old Russian 
army and labor unions; the es- 
tablishment of slave labor camps; 
and the assumption of complete 
control of all communications 
media--were for necessary The 
Self-Preservation of the minority 
communist regime. Describing 
Stalin as ‘‘a man who was will- 
ing to make the people pay the 
price that he said was worth pay- 
ing for communism,” Kilcoyne 
recalled Stalin’s comments to 
Winston Churchill regarding the 
Soviet regime’s most dangerous 
time. This had been, according 
to Stalin, not the German invasion 
of 1941 but the war with the Rus- 
sian peasants in the 1920’s and 
1930’s. The reslut of these 
actions taken to maintain the re- 
gime was, according to Kilcoyne, 
the establishment of a classical 
police state in Russia by the end 
of the 1930's, 

Continuing, Kilcoyne noted 
that the German invasion of 1941 
was met at first with cooperation 
by some Russians who knew little 
of Nazism but opposed Stalin. 
Hitler could have won Russia 
politically, according to Kil- 
coyne, but his SS troops alien- 
ated the Russians, Stalin seized 
this opportunity for reapproach- 
ment with his own people and was 
abie to stabilize control of Russia 
by 1945, 

"Will and Spirit’’ 

Since 1945 the Russians have 
had other problems, Kilcoyne 
noted, The Soviet communist re- 
gime is firmly in control, but 
the old Bolshevik ‘‘will and 
spirit’? are no longer the ingredi- 
ents needed for success, The 
**slide rule and computer’’ people 
are the ones needed today. The 
spiritual crisis or malaise, 
exemplified by Stalin’s daughter 
Svetlana, is disturbing to Rus- 
sians, who, unlike us, are not 
accustomed to ‘‘questioning and 
wondering’’ about themselves and 
their system, 


The iron-curtain countries 
and China are other problematic 
areas for Russia, Kilcoyne noted, 
The communist view is that if 
the entire world were to adopt 
the system of communism then 
war and violence would end, Since 
they are accustomed to criticism 
of capitalism for world problems, 
it is disturbing to them to have 
to criticize China, another com- 
munist country, Under com- 
munism, juvenile delinquency and 
crime will supposedly disa, pear, 
but they haven’t disappeared in 
Russia or in China, 

Kilcoyne stated that when we 
look back to the last normal pro- 
duction year in Czarist Russia, 
1913, and compare this with other 
countries like the United States, 
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Martin Kilecoyne At Friday Convocation 


we see how much has been 
achieved in Russia in the last 
50 years, He questioned however 
whether the events of 1917 and 
beyond were a necessary part 
of this achievement, noting that 
Czarist economists prior to 1917 
had thought that by 1950 Russia 
would produce more than all the 
rest of Europe together. 
Workable System 

Kilcoyne concluded that Soviet 
communism of today is a system 
that works, but added that the 
same thing could have been said 
of the German system under the 
Nazis, What direction Russia will 
take in the future is not already 
established, he stated, Stating 
that he is not a historical deter- 
minist, he said it is his belief 
that “it can go either way.’’ 

Kilcoyne was born in New York 
City and received his Bachlor of 
Arts and Masters degrees from 
New York University, He earned 
his doctorate in Russian history 
from the University of Wash- 
ington and has taught at the Uni- 
versities of Washington and Mon- 
tana. 

In addition to his frequent con- 
tributions to professional per- 
iodic literature, he is completing 
a study of Rasputin, the Russian 
clairvoyant, He has also written 
part of the human relations area 
files book on the Mongolian 
People’s Republic. 


540 SSC Students 
In Work-Study 


Officials of the United States 
Office of Education announced 
last Friday that more than 
175,000 students will received 
Federal College Work-Study em- 
ployment to help them continue 
college in the fall of 1967. 

More than 1,600 colleges and 
universities will receive grants 
totaling more than 68.8 million 
dollars for the six-month period 
beginning July 1, Approximately 
42.5 million dollars of this total 
will be expended for summer em- 
ployment, 


The Work-Study Program ori- 
ginated under President John- 
son’s Anti-Poverty Program and 
was instituted at Sacramento 
State in order to promote the 
part-time employment of stu- 
dents who are ia need of such 
earning from employment to 
continue full-time studies at SSC, 
Approximately 340 students on 
the SSC campus are presently 
participating in the Work-Study 
Program, 


From July 1 to August 20 
this summer the federal govern- 
ment will pay 90 per cent of 
the students’ wages and the a- 
gency employing the students will 
pay the remaining 10 per cent, 

Work -Study limits the stu- 
dents participating to a 15 hour 
work-week during the semester 
and a 40 hour week during the 
summer, The pay ranges from 
$1.25 to $2.50 per hour depend- 
ing on the work performed, ed- 
ucation and experience of the 
student,

For every girl who isan adept 
social mixer there is one whose 
dress always seems to motch the 
wallpaper; for every girl with a 
figure like Sophia Loren there is 
one more like Chef Boy-ar-dee, 
In dedication to these girls, and 
anyone who feels that movies 
have too long been glorifving 
the hourglass figure, we have 
“‘Georgy Girl.” 


*‘Georgy Girl,” on its most 
superficial level, is the simple 
story of a wallflower who makes 
good, But, fortunately, there is 
far more to it than just that; 
Georgy is a lonely young woman 
(‘twenty-two and never been 
kissed,’’ she says) who desper- 
ately needs to be loved, yet 
never receives more than a 
friendly pat on the head, 
(Y’know, you just missed being 
beautiful.) She gets an offer 
from her father’s employer to 
be his mistress and has a brief 
love affair with her best friend’s 
neglected husband, but only to 
her adopted child is she able 
to give her complete, open af- 
fection without fear of being re- 
jected, 


Like Georgy, who just missed 
being beautiful, Lynn Redgrave’s 
performance just misses being 
an unqualified masterpiece. Her 
portrait of a sort of female 
Charlie Brown is one of almost 
incredible range, There are mo- 
ments of tacit communication 
directly with the audience, such 
as Georgy’s brave smile when 
her roommate offers to let her 
be “‘best man‘ at the upcoming 
wedding, Then again Georgy will 
do something painfully hilarious, 
like her red-hot-mama rendition 
of “‘l’m a Whole Lotta Woman, 
I Gotta Have a Whole Lotta Man,’”’ 


It takes a great deal to keep 
up with Miss Redgrave, but the 
rest of the cast does it. James 
Mason, in probably the most 
thankless part of the entire film, 
is his usual quiet and intense 
self, He has a voice which makes 
him sound as if he were in con- 
stant agony, thus he plays the 
employer in a sort of middle- 
aged bravado that only he can 
accomplish, 

Alan Bates ( as Jos, the neg- 
lected husband) dominates most 
of ‘‘Georgy Girl’s’? comic mo- 
ments, The scene in which he 
starts to disrobe in public unless 
Georgy comes home with him is 
the funniest one of its kind since 
“It Happened One Night.’’

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SPEAKER UNRUH TERMS GOVERNMENT 
BIG MONSTROSITY ‘THAT SCARES PEOPLE

**] think that people are afraid 


of government at this point. It’s 
a big monstrosity that they don’t 
understand.’’ This is the view 


of Speaker of the Assembly Jesse 
Unruh as expressed in a person- 
al interview with Hornet report- 
er Angelos N. Malos. In addition, 
reporting for the Rio Americano 
High School newspaper was Bruce 
Palmer. The text of the inter- 
ad follows: 


ESTION: Governcr Reagan has 
stated that he thought that all 
phases of government should 
be cut ten percent across the 
board. Is education a phase 
of government, in that the 
spending toward education by 
the state can be cut to bal- 
ance the budget? 


ANSWER: I think you have to 


concede that any budget, any 
part of the state’s allocations 
of funds, ought to be subject 
to scrutiny and potentially to 
cuts. But no budget is sacred 
and probably none of them are 
so well prepared and so eco- 
nomically oriented that they 
can’t stand some cuts. I’m in- 
clined to think that education 
ought to be among the last, 
if not the last part or sector 
of our activities that ought 
to be cut. I believe that the 
proposed cuts that he (Reagan) 
has in the higher education 
budget are far toodrastic, and 
1 will not support them on a 
flat, across the board cut, 
which I do not think is good 
government anyhow. Now he 
‘Reagan) says that that’s not 
hat he has in mind that hi 
flat, ten percent acr¢ 
board is simply to get every- 
me into focus, and that he 
will come in and me de- 
partments will be cut fifteen 
twenty percent and others 
as little as five or less. So, 
until he spells it out, (inter- 
view made before final, item- 
ized budget was submitted) 
see what he’s going to do, but 
I will not support massive cuts 
in the education budget unless 
I see exactly what items are 
going to be cut out and am 
convinced that we can stand 
to have those items cut out 
without affecting either the 
quality or the quantity of the 
education that we can give. 


Economic Changes 


QUESTION: Do you believe that 


the Governor will be able to 
complete economic change as 
he proposes is necessary? 


ANSWER: I think he will have 


difficulty, but, again, I don’t 
Wam «co prejudice my own 
position by saying, before I 
see what cuts he proposes, in 
detail, that I will be opposed 
to them. I’d like to be able 
to cut our budget, too, and 
avoid raising them any more 
Than we have to. But I’m will- 
ing to be convinced, but I’m 
also waiting to be convinced, 
Arbitrary Grades 


OUVUSTION: There are ‘B’ stu- 





dents now, taking ‘B’ as an 
arbitrar, letter grade, that 
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might be able to afford higher 
education as it now stands but, 
if tuition was imposed, they 
possibly could not gain these 
scholarships either, since, to 
gain a scholarship, your 
standing has to be pretty high 
academically. Wouldn’t this 
discriminate against the ‘B’ 
and perhaps ‘C’ students, not 
being able to gain the scholar- 
ships and not being abie to pay 
the tuition? 


ANSWER: Well, I suppose so, and, 


to some extent, this is one of 
the questions I have in mind 
about what the impact of the 
scholarship program would 
be. Who’s going to get it, 
how do we determine who’s 
going to get it? I don’t think 
that the scholarship program 
which we have now, and we 
do have one, has worked very 
well in that regard. The 
Governor and I had some ar- 
gument at the last Board of 
Regents (meeting) over this, 
and he said, ‘Weill, we al- 
ready have a procedure,’ I 
don’t think that procedure has 
been very efficient in finding 
the needy students and in 
educating the lower income 
and disadvantaged groups that 
we'd like to get to. On this 
basis, I’m just not for the 
imposition of tuition of any 
kind, at this point. Now, in 
a year, when we’ve had a 
chance to study the impact of 
it, then I might support 
something along the line of 
this if most of the proceeds, 
or all of the proceeds, went 
into the scholarship fund, Then 
it would be more of a measure 
to equalize educational oppor- 
tunity than it would be, as I 
consider the Governor’s pres- 
ent proposal to be, a tax on 
education. That’s really all 
you can get out of that. There 
you’ve got a $40 million tax 
on education. 
Reagan Harmony 


QUESTION: Do you think that he 


(Reagan) is gaining the sort 
of harmony he should gain with 
the legislature right now? Are 
they disgruntled by any of his 
actions, at the moment? 


ANSWER: I’m not really pre- 


pared to answer that. I don’t 
know. I don’t have that close 
a cornmunication with the Gov- 
earner, and ! haven’t asked 
for it, frankly. I’ve found that 
when I want to see him, I 
can see him; he’s available. 
But they’ve not consulted with 
me before they brought their 
programs out, and, as a con- 
sequence, I don’t feel much 
obligation to do anything more 
thas to scrutinize them very 
carefully, So I can’t tell~— 
thers is a great deal of grum- 
bling among Republican legis- 
lators right now that the Gov- 
ernor’s office is not consuit- 
ing with them. But | can’! 
really verify that. 
Junior Colleges 


QUESTION: The president of the 


California State Junior Col- 
lege System said thai if tuition 
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is imposed that future fresh- 
men and sophomores classes 
would be very greatly in- 
creased, and this would in- 
crease property taxes, I 
believe your committee on 
education (Joint Committee on 
Higher Education) has pro- 
posed that these local property 
taxes be replaced by state tax- 
es. How exactly would this 
work? 


ANSWER: The principle thing 


that I proposed, the past couple 
of years, and I have 
a bill in again this year, it 
is to increase the sales tax 
by one penny and utilize about 
$80 million of that for the 
increase of educational pro- 
grams, And the other $300 
million, of the $380 million 
total that such a measure 
would realize, to offset pro- 
perty taxes, which would be 
a shift of taxes from the pro- 
perty tax to the sales tax, 
And I think every economic 
analysis I’ve seen by any com- 
petent economist indicates 
that the sales tax, as it is 
levied in California, that is 
exempting food and shelter 
and medicine, isa much fairer 
tax, a much more progressive 
tax, than the property tax is, 
We would utilize this property 
tax relief by pumping this 
money back in through the 
school allocation formula so 
that those schoo! districts with 
the highest tax rate, the 
poorer sxhool districts, would 
reslize most of the benefits 
of that. 


versity and College 


Assemblyman 
Greene has said that he cannot 
understand why the University 
of California and the state 
colleges should be under dif- 
ferents systems — why the 
legislature should be deciding 
for the s‘ te colleges and the 
Regents for the University 
when they more or less draw 
their money from the same 
pot, Why are they separated, 
and do you favor their coming 
together into one massive 7r- 
ganization? 


ANSWER: Well, I can’t answer 


the latter half of that. That’s 
one of the purposes of our 
Joint Committee on Higher 
Education right now, and I 
have some Ideas but nothing 
crystalized on it and I would 
not want to, again, prejudice 
the results of that investi- 
gation by starting out with 
preconceived ideas, I think the 
reason they are separated 
is simply because the Univer - 
sity was set up by constitu- 
tional amendment many, many 
years ago, which designated 
the Regents as the governing 
body anc also indicated that 
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the legislature would make 
only the block appropriation 
to the University and that 
Regents would then do the line- 
item budgeting. The state 
colleges, when we finally 
pulled them all together — 
you may remember they were 
all individualized until 1959, 
I believe, when the Master 
Plan was enacted, A number 
of the legislators felt that the 
University had not been 
budgeted as carefully as they 
should, and they were not de- 
sirous of giving the state 
colleges that kind of autonomy 
until it looked like they had 
grown up and were capable of 
handling their affairs better. 
I don’t necessarily agree with 
that. On the other hand, in 
watching the Board of Regents 
operate recently, I’m not at 
all sure that they’re any more 
competent or concerned than 
the legislature is, I don’t think 
you can make up that great 
case for Regent’s control, 


Exeofficio Regents 


QUESTION: The Regents (UC), 


which is made up of eight 
ex-officio members, and it 
was Lieutenant Governor 
Finch who said that these 
ex-officio members do not 
really have a place on the 
Board of Regents, or at least 
this was his point of view, 
Governor Reagan has stated 
that he would like more of 
a lawyers’ voice in selecting 


the judges, who, of course, 
make the decisions on 
lawyers’ cases, Andalong this 


line, Dr, Rafferty has said that 
he would favor the Chancellor 
f the various campuses of 
the University of California in 
the same way. Do you believe 
that this would be a more 
practical way of selecting Re- 
gents? 


ANSWER: I just can’t tell you 


what I believe on (concerning) 
the Board of Regents, I do 
believe, and that was, by the 
way, bith Bob Finch and my 
Statement publicly that we felt 
that the ex-officio members of 


the soard of Regents ought 
not to be on there, particularly 
the san office holders, and 
such things as the head of the 
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Mechanics Institute, It’s ridi- 
culous, I think that I agreeon 
that, Now, in so far as the 
selection of judges is concern- 
ed, it’s true that we have ab- 
uses now, but I do not favor 
giving to the lawyers the right 
to select judges. Imuch prefer 
the more invisible politics that 
we have at the state level than 
the invisible politics —shadow 
politics — of the bar associa- 
tion, I think we can find a way 
of probably getting better can- 
didates that we have but that 
way is not turning it over to 
the bar. That’s what we’ve 
done with every damned other 
profession in this state. As you 
know, the real estate profes- 
sion regulates themselves and 
they don’t do much about reg- 
ulation, really, except to keep 
other practioners out, And the 
barbers regulate the barbers, 
the doctors regulate the doc- 
tors, and I’m not prepared to 
vote to compound that further. 


Calif Democratic Party 


This last election 
(Calif. general election) was 
very significant. What do you 
think of the near future of the 
Democratic Party in Calif- 
ornia? 


ANSWER: That’s a very difficult 


question to answer. I would 
just remind you that two years 
ago they were asking the same 
question of the Republican 
Party, nationally, decrying its 
near demise, The party struc- 
ture in California, and I sus- 
pect even nationally, is rela- 


tively meaningless and be- 
coming more so, Except for 
temporary, majority-forming

Varese and Paul Hindemith’s 
*“*Septett fur Blasinstrumente.”’ 
The ensembles will be directed 
by Ben Glovinsky. 

The second half of Tuesday’s 
program will consist of five dance 
numbers, interpretive modern 
dance, under the direction of 
Revay Anderson. The revised 
dance program includes ‘‘Mon- 
sieur de la Pejaudie;’’ ‘‘Danse 
de la Chevre;’’ ‘*Syrnix;’’ 
‘‘Tityre’’ and ‘Claire de Lune.’’ 
Accompaniment, featuring music 
by Debussy, Honegger and 
Roussel, will be provided by 
Edna Comerchero, flute; and 
Hilda Middleton, piano. 

Dancers will include David 
Cann, Elizabeth Smith, Rae 
Holmes, Linn Haskell and 
Patricia Zindler. 

The performance on Thurs- 
day, May 18, will open with a 
concert by the brass choir under 
the cirection of Norman J. Hunt.

Holmes’ Suite for Brass;’’ 
Vaclav Nelhybel’s ‘‘Three In-

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SSC Planning Summer Institute for 
Vocational Rehabilitation Counseling 


An eight week summer instui- 
tue from June 19 to August 11 
will be the first of two new 


programs offered in the 
vocational rehabilitation coun- 
seling field. The second will be- 
gin next fall with a two year grad- 
uate program in the field. 

The summer institute will con- 
sist of two weeks of intensive 
training at a remote mountain 
site in the Sierras which will 


be followed by six weeks during

According to Dr. Kenneth 
Edson, institute director, the 
purpose of the program is to 
increase counselors’ avility in 
the skill of interviewing. 

The graduate program, will 
make Sacramento State one of 
four California colleges which 
offer Master of Science Degrees 


in counseling for vocational re- 
habititation. 


Application deadline for the 
program will be May 15, Grad 
uate students will have the op- 
portunity to observe the work 
of state and regional offices of 
the State Department of Vocation- 
al Rehabilitation and will also 
do field work in local district 
and branch offices, 


State College Trustees Conducting 
Student Financial, Status Survey 


A statewide survey of student 
financial and demographic 
characteristics has been an- 
nounced by the Chancellor’s 
Office of the State Colleges. 


In the course of the survey, 
a 10 percent random sample 
of students from all of 
California’s 18 state colleges will 
be asked questions relating to 
their financial resources and ed- 
ucational status. 


The responses, which do not 
bear any identification of indi- 
vidual students, will be used in 
an attempt to arrive at 
an accurate picture of current 
student financial needs. Survey 
forms were mailed out to students 
selected at SSC, and included 
stamped return envelopes for the 
response. 


The survey, which attempts 
to answer questions about fees, 
tuition and current student aid 
programs has been cited as ‘‘ex- 
tremely important to the 
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development of future programs 
and fee structures’’ by several 
state college officials. 


Thomas McGrath, acting dean 
of student affairs on Chancellor 
Dumke’s staff, and Donald 
Bailey, dean of students SSC, 
have both requested a prompt 
and accurate response from those 
students surveyed. They empha- 
sized that a lack of response 
from any segment of the student 


community might greatly bias the 
study, which in turn might pre- 
sent an inaccurate picture. 

Questionnaires were dis- 
tributed on this campus by mail 
on Monday, and it is hoped that 
all students will return them im- 
mediately. Algard Whitney, 
director of financial aid at SSC, 
is aiding in the coordination of 
the statewide study, and will 
direct the survey on the SSC 
campus. 


Former SSC Student to 
Serve With Peace Corps 


James Donald Pobanz, a 
former Sacramento State College 
student, will serve two years with 
the Peace Corps in Gabon, West 
Africa. 

Pobanz, a Liberal Arts grad- 
uate, arrived in Gabon on May 3. 
He is one of 30 volunteers who 
will join 35 other volunteers 
now engaged in a nationwide 
school construction program. 
The school construction program 
has so far been insirumental 
in the construction of 50 schook 
in Gabon in four years. Gabon 
was formerly French Territory. 

Pobanz and the other volun- 
teers will work mainly in isolated

rural areas in the Colorado-sized 

nation of 500,000 people. They 

will direct the construction of ‘ 
primary schools and housing for 

teachers. The new construction 

will replace the mud and wattle 

buildings now being used. 


Pobanz and his group of volun- 
teers completed eight weeks of 
training in Frogmore, South 
Carolina. The volunteers studied 
French, Gabonese history and 
culture, community action tech- 
niques, construction and farming, 
with emphasis on the problems of 
the small farmer. The volunteers 
will receive a month’s additional 
training in a school in Gabon. 

With the arrival of Pobanz and 
the new group of 30 volunteers, 
there are now 92 Peace Corps 
members serving in Gabon. 

They also teach English, give 
secretarial training and teach 
classes in mechanical repairs.
